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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not persuasive and do 
not overcome the rejection on record. The rejection reiterated in the final rejection is not new as applicant indicates, see Office action of 
09/22/06. The rejection is specifically noted in line 5 of paragraph 2 of the Office action identifies the rejection as one of scope. In 
response to applicant's arguments filed 1/29/07, it was noted in the last office action of 4/1 1/07 that the specification does not provide 
enablement for every cross-linkable components having m-nucleophilic groups, with mj2 and every cross-linkable components having n- 
cross-linkable groups so that n^2 and m+n>5; and that the instant specification names succinimidyl glutarate, succinimidyl butyrate, 
succinimidyl butylate, succinimidyl acetate, succinimidyl succinamide and succinimidyl carbonate as components with electrophilic groups 
and aminated PEG'S as the components with nucleophilic groups. Regarding pages 8-10 and nucieophilic groups, it is noted that 
polyamines such as polylysine and those listed on page 10 at paragraph [0083] and aminated PEGS are the only components disclosed 
within those pages as components having nucleophilic groups. The patentability of the pending claims is not based of the issued patent 
6,534,591 as applicant would want it to be. 
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
